IGNORE LATEST DECREES.

PLANS FOR TRADE TREATIES

. PEKIN, Jan. 7.—Prince Ching ana Li Hung 

Chang have been presented with the identical 
agreements of the powers arranging the pre- 
liminary peace terms, and have both de- 
clared* their intention of signing them even 
if it costs them their heads. 

They received a decree on Saturday 
peremptorily directing them not to sign the 
preliminary note unless the demands for the 
rasing of the Taku forts, the establishment 
of permanent foreign military posts between 
Pekin and the sea, and of legation guards 
at Pekin, and for the prohibition of arms in 
China are stricken out. 

After a conference, at which they went 
over the whole situation, they determined, in 
spite of the order of the Dowager Empress, 
to sign the note. After the decision to sign 
the noté anyway, Prince Ching took steps to 
hasten the Ministers, so that the document 
could be signed and the subsequent negotia- 
tions approached. . 

The determination of the Ministers to sign 
despite the decree is an exhibition of cour-. 
age, in view of the fact that disobedience of |} 
a decree of this nature is always punishable 
by death. 

Notify Court of Action. 

Yesterday Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang 
telegraphed to the Dowager Empress repeat- 
ing their arguments in favor of signing the 
note, and pointing out the impossibility of 
China making any resistance to the demands. 
They added that they had received the first 
edict directing the acceptance of the terms, 
and ordering them to sign the note. They 
‘had communicated this to the powers, which 
in itself constituted an acceptance which it 
was now impossible to revoke. ~

DUCTIONS OF $125,000. 


missed and the Others Given a 
Month’s Vacation Without Pay—Fur- 
ther Saving of $166,000 Left te 
Finance Committee and Politics May 
Come inte This, North Side Leaders’ 


In order -to effect a saving in salaries of 
$125,000 to the county during the coming 
year the Circuit Court Judges recommend 
‘some economies. In deciding on the number 
of employés for 1001, yesterday, they adopted 
& report recommending that the regular force 
of the Recorder’s, Treasurer's, and Clerk’s 
Offices be reduced by thirty-eight men and 
that employés in all other depgrtments of 
the county government be given work but 
eleven months in the year. The problem 
of clipping $166,000 more off the pay 
rolls, so that the salary appropriation may 
come within the county revenues, will Test 
on the Finance cqmmittee of the County 
board, and it.is asserted that politics will 
be played in making this further cut. 

“It will mean,” said one official, “ that 
the fight against the Hertz-Pease crowd 
will be reopened. The North Side leaders 
who supported Judge Carter in his fight for 
the Gubernatorial nomination are to be hit 
if possible. To this end the heaviest reduc- 
tions in clerical salaries will be made in the 
offices of County Treasurer Raymond and 
County Clerk Knopf. The Board of Re- 
‘view may feel the cut, and the salary of 
Henry L. Hertz, as Chief Clerk, may be 
reduced.”’ 


Judges Take Unanimous Action. 


The Judges carried out the task which de- 
volves on them annually of fixing the num- 
ber of persons to be employed in the county 
government during the year.. Some time ago 
Judges Hanecy, Tuthill, and Clifford were 
named as a committee to consider the solu- 
tion of the problem of how $300,000 might be 
cut from the estimated expenditures. Their 
report, which was adopted unanimously at 
the afternoon meeting, provides that seven- 
teen men shall be dismissed from the County 
Treasurer's force, a like number from County 
Clerk Knopf’s office, and four men from 
County Recorder Simon's office. All other 
departments and ‘the county institutions, if 
is recommended, are to be allowed to con- 
tinue the present working forces, but all 
those persons receiving annually $1,000 or 
more are to work but eleven months in the 
year. Engineers are to be exempt from this 
rule. The Coroner’s office alone is allowed an 
additional employé. 

There are twenty-six regular employés on 
the County Treasurer’s pay rolls, with allow- 
ances for many extra men during part of the 
year. The Judges ask that the regular office 
force be cut to nine men. The recommenda- 
tion of the Judges will be acted on by the 
Finance committee during the week. 


Further Cuts to Make Trouble. 


The appropriation bill for the year must 
be passed by March 1. The trouble will 
now come over the additional cuts which 
must be made if the county is fo live within 
its income. It is intimated that the salaries 
et each | of the County board will be. 
reduced to aid in this. 

*T believe the action of the Judges is 
all right,’ said President Hanberg last night.. 
“TI think the county can now get along. 
There may be other reductions which can 
bring us within the revenue.” | 

County employés do not applaud the 
course of the Judges. | 
“Bach of these officials,”’ said one clerk, 
‘has two months’ vacation every year with 
salary. Let them donate one month’s sal- 
‘ary toward effecting the reduction in the pay 
rolls.’’ 


Meeting of the Board. 

At the meeting of the County board dur- 
ing the afternoon the murder of Christo- 
pher Schrage some years ago was again 
brought to mind. Among the securities al- 
leged to have been stolen from Schrage 
were $3,000 of county bonds. Henry Schrage 
and Dora Harms, children of the murdered 
man, asked that they be reimbursed.

CHILDREN DIE 
_ IN ASYLUM FIRE. 


Inmates of Hubbell Or- 
_ phans’ Home at Roches- 


EXACT LOSS NOT KNOWN. 


Many Forced to Jump from 
Windows and Are Not 


Expected to Recover 
from Injuries. 


PANIC FOLLOWS THE FLAMES 


Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 8, 8 a. m.—[Special.] 
—Between twenty and thirty children are 
dead and at least forty injured, many so 
badly they cannot recover, as a result of a 
fire which wrecked the Hubbell Orphan 
Asylum in this city since midnight. 

‘The débris of the buildings still is burning 
fiercely, so it is impossible to learn the real 
number of victims. There were 180 inmates, 
and nearly all had to leap from the windows. 
Many were iaken to near-by houses, and as 
the names of these have not all been reported 
it is impossible to learn the identity of those 
who perished. 


Building a Flimsy Structure. 

The asylum was a three story building, lo- 
cated on the corner of Hubbell Park and 
Exchange streets. It was a frail structure, 
with wings extending on either side. 

The fire was discovered in the main build- 
ing, the hospital section, of the asylum at 
1 a. m. by two men who were passing. None 
of the inmates had at that time been awak- 
ened, although the flames already had made 
considerable progress. 

One of the men ran to turn.in an aldrm 
while the other broke in the door and shouted 
to those within. 


In a minute panic reigned, the little ones 
rushing helplessly about, not knowing which 
way toturn, The nurses and attendants did 
all in their power, but they were too few 
to carry out any great numiber of the chil- 
dren. 
Before much progress was made in the 

work of rescue a terrific explosion was heard, 
and in a moment the entire hospital section 
was in flames. On the arrival of the fire ap- 
| paratua @ general alarm was sent in, calling 
“out the entire department. .The smoke began 
to pour out of every witidow in the wing 
building, and the screams and frantic cries 
of the children could be heard. 


Infants Hurled from Windows. | 
When the firemen who responded to a gen 
eral alarm arrived the inmates were jumping 
from thé windows and the attendants were 
throwing the heipless infants out of the win- 
dows regardless of where they might fall. 
The largest number of dead is among the 
infants ranging in age from 1 to 8 and + 

The injured and the dead were carried to 
houses in the neighborhood. There are 
twelve dead in one house, three or four in 
another, and a dozeninjuredinanother. The 
number of injured is believed to be more than | 
forty, and some of them will die. 

The fire is still burning, but it is believed tho 
inmates who are yet alive have been taken. 
out. 

Hospital ambulances are carrying away the 
injured from the houses where they were 
taken to the hospitals.

Eliza Newkirk of Friendville Shot by 

' Norris Jones, a Colored Janitor, Who 
Afterwards Takes His Own Life. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—Be- 
cause she would not receive his attentions 
Norris Jones, a colored student at the Voris 
Business College in this city, shot and killed 
a white woman, Miss Eliza Newkirk of 
Friendsville, Ill., this evening. as 

The negro called at the young woman’s 
boarding place at 121 East Vermont street, 
and on the announcement that he had a mes- 
sage for Miss Newkirk she came to the door. 
Norris drew a revolver which he carried 
hidden in a newspaper and shot her, instant- 
ly killing her. He ran a few blocks away, 
and in the rear of the business college which 
he attended he halted and sent a bullet 
through his own brain. ’ 

Miss Newkirk came here from Friendsville 
in July and entered the business college. She 
was 22 years old. Jones was paying for his 
tuition by serving as porter, and his atten- 
tions to the young woman became offensive.

CARNEGIE MAY BUILD A ROAD. 


Steel Magnate and His Associates Said 
to Plan a Railway to Rival the 
Pennsylvania. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 7.—[Special.]—A re- 
port gained currency among brokers today 
that Andrew Carnegie and those associated 
with him had plans for a great railroad to 
compete with the Pennsylvania. 

According to the information, a contract 
had been awarded to Drake & Stratton of 
New York for 150 miles of road, to extend 
from Pittsburg to a point below Baltimore, 
where an option was said to have been se- 
cured on land with a deep water frontage. 
The road, it was said, would be sixty min- 
utes shorter than the Baitimore and Ohio, 
and would tap the iron mining country at 
Uniontown, Wheeling, and Morgantown.

INTENDENT E. G. COOLEY. 


Head of Chicage Scheol System Di- 
rected by Board Committee to Draw 
Up a Set of Piaying Regulations to 


Evening—Experts Think Stiat an 
Impossible One. 


‘Buperintendent of Schools E. Cooley has 
been assigned a novel task in connection 
with his duties as the head of Chicago's pub- 
lic school system. In accordance with a 
resolution adopted yesterday by the Board of 
Education Committee on School Manage- 
ment Mr. Cooley has been asked to revise the 
rules of football and present them at the 
board meeting tomorrow night. 

The details of the changes in the rules have 
not been decided upon by Superintendent 
Cooley, but it is expected they will affect 
principally the matter of umpiring the games. 
Changes will be made in the line plays, it is 
said, and some of the mass formations that 
tend to increase the danger to the players 
will be prohibited. 


action of the local school committee last 
night were disposed to smile at the idea of 
Superintendent Cooley being able to revise 
the rules In two days, and especially so if 
he should undertake to eliminate the element 
of roughness, which was the end aimed at 
in the last revision by the College committee. 
However, they said they would await his 
report with interest. 

Mr. Cooley is a graduate of the University 
of Iowa, and, although he completed his 
education there in the late ’70s, before foot- 
ball got its hold in the West, it is said he has 
a friendly feeling ‘toward the game and ap- 
preciates the good showing made by his alma 
mater in the football field last fall, when it 
tied with Minnesota for the Western cham- 
pionship. 


Outgrowth of Fatal Accident. 

The action of the School Management com- 
mittee is the outgrowth of the agitation re- 
garding football in the Board of Education 
resulting from the death of an Englewood 
School player in a game last fall, followed 
by the serious injury of two or three other 
players. At the meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation on Dec. 28 Trustee Sexton offered a 
resolution declaring that football, as now 
played, was dangerous, but that the Board 
of Education was desirous of enco 
all athletic games that were healthful; that 
in future no pupil of the public schools would 
be permitted to become a member of any 
football eleven without having obtained the 
consent of his parents or guardian; also, 
that all football elevens composed of pupils 
of the schools should be under the control of 
the Superintendent of Schools, who “ should 
make such rules and regulations as he might 
deem fit to prevent, as much as possible, all 
injury to the life, health, or limbs of the 
players.”’ 

‘Protest by Trustee 

This resolution was passed yesterday by 

the committee and the Superintendent of

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ECONOMICS END IN 


JULIUS FILMOR’S 15-CENT-A-DAY 
PLAN DISASTROUS. 


Reads Account of How a Family Should 
Live on One Dollar a Week and Puts 
It inte Practice—Neighbors Help at 
First, Then Decide Idea Must Be 
Proved a Failure and Withhold Aid 
—Result Is Hunger, Fight, 
and Imprisonment. 


Julius Filmor’s board is costing the citi- 
zene of Cook County 17 cents more each day 
than the sum he had allotted for the main- 
tenance of his wife, two children, and him- 
self. Filmor was the first member of the 
Ghetto colony to practice the innovation in 
domestic economics promulgated in the walle 
of the University of Chicago, and the finale 
of his experiment. is the occupancy of. a cell, 
in the County Jail. 

The prisoner is a mattressmaker, and for- 
merly resided at 188 Mather street. Three 
months ago Filmor announced to his wife 
that the great minds of his adopted country 
had evolved the theory that $1 a week was 
sufficient money to expend for ordinary 
household expenses. He informed her that 
that amount would be tendered her each 
week, and that in addition to the fare that 
had been set before him hé in the future 
would expect delicacies and fancy desserts. 
He would keep the remainder of his salary 
to entertain “his friends and indulge in un- 
limited pinochle during his leisure hours. 

The first week of the experiment proved 
a flat failure, and sympathetic female 
neighbors who were watching the experi- 
ment with deep foreboding contributed 
enough viands to quiet the wails of the 

Filmor progeny. The next week the unfor- 
tunate wife, by doing the family washing 
for other residents, was enabled to fill the 
family board. Several times the police of 
the Maxwell Street Station were called in 
to allay the arguments aroused by the dis- 
cussion of the sociological problem that was 
so warmly advocated by the men friends of 
Filmor and usually rebutted by brooms or 
flatirons in the hands of their wives. | 

It wa’ decided by the women that the 
experiment must be proved a failure and 
no more help extended Mrs. Filmor.- The 
following week ended the experiment. Al- 
though allkedibles are retailed at microscopic 
prices in the Ghetto, the amount of money 
given the woman was not sufficient. Filmor 
reproached his wife for her extravagance, 
and, when she remonstrated, struck her. He 
was arrested and held under peace bonds, 
On his release he disappeared, and was not 
seen until arrested by Detectives Keefe and 
Hageman. 

“TIT thought he was an Anarchist when we 
arrested him,’ said Detective Keefe. “1 


and he jabbered something and waved a 

paper at me, and pointed to a column that 

Was smeared with thumb marks.

He never 
bought railroad stocks in speculation, but 
purchased them as an investment. It is 
considered probable, however, that among 
his holdings will be found a large amount 
of railroad bonds. He was a large stock- 
holder of the Continental National Bank, 
and was represented on the Board of Di- 
rectors of that bank by J. Ogden Armour. 
In addition he held blocks of stock in two 
other banks. 
Mr. Armour carried no life insurance, con- 
trary to the custom of many wealthy men. 
He is said to have had an aversion to the 
practice of insuring against death or acci- 
dent which extended into the management 
his employés. The casualty companies 
hich repeatedly sought to look after the 
men working in the packing plants and else- 
where were invariably turned away. In 1803 
it is said that Armour & Co. expended $100,- 
000 to support men who had been injured 
while working for the company and to pen- 
sion others who had worked for the firm 
for many years. A representative of a 
casualty company offered to take care of ' 
the injured for $40,000 a year, but Mr. 
Armour refused the proposition-with the 
statement that the firm was responsible to 


its employés.

‘ lette was elected on a reform platform and 


he comes into office pledged to continue the 
good work of his predecessor. If he suc 
ceeds in achieving a record such as Gov- 
ernor Scofield has made in the last four 
years he will win an enviable reputation, 
The people of Wisconsin have given ample 


proof of their faith in his powers and aims, 


and there is: every reason to believe 
their expectations will not be disappointed. 
Governor Scofield retires from office with 
the proud record of having-given the State 
one of the purest and ablest administrations 
it has had. During his two terms in office 
he and the men whom he gathered around 
bim accomplished real and solid reforms of a 
kind that prove once for all that a State 
government can run economically and 
honestly if it hae the right kind of business- 
man at its head. When he entered upon his 
duties he found the accounts.im some con- 
fusion and the State in debt over $800,000, 
He goes out leaving over $1,000,000 in the 


. Treasury and no debts to pay. He has put 


an end to the practice of borrowing large 
sums from the railwaye in advance of the 
time of the payment of their taxes and 
of borrowing from trust funds for running 
expenses. The finances of Wisconsin have 
been placed upon a sound basis. All this 
has been done without levying extra taxes 
and without any material increase in the 
revenues. I¢ was done simply by spending 
the momey properly and conducting the 
affairs of the State on business principles. 

No blare of trumpets preceded or accom- 
panied Governor Scofield’s reforms. He 
entered the office with the conviction that 
what was needed was not more money but 
more judicious expenditure. He quietly 
and firmly carried out that idea and proved 
its trath In deeds.

_. COTTON VS. WOOLEN MILLs. 

The American Cotton and Wool Report- 
er says that the construction of 224 new 
mills has been begun during the last six 
months, Of these 144 are for the manu- 
facture of cotton goods, fifty-one for the 
manufacture of knit goods—mostly cotton 
hosiery and underwear—and fourteen for 
the manufacture of woolens. This is a 
most unequai division between the two great 
departments of textile industry. It is evi- 
dent that the production of cotton fabrics 
in the United States is increasing with 
much rapidity, It is gratifying to learn 
that the American manufacturers are pay- 
ing special attention to the manufacture 
of the finer qualities of goods. They have 
been able for some time to compete suc- 
cessfully with foreign rivals as regards the 
coarser cottous. They will soon be equally 
successful as regards the better grades. 

The mazufacturers of woolen fabrics are 
not. doing so well as the cotton spinners. 
They are ‘building comparatively few mills. 
They export one dollar's worth of 
export eighteen dollars’ worth.

REVIVING MASON AND DIXON'S LINE. 
—Since the dispute over slavery and the war

Mason and Dixon were two eminent Eng- 
lish mathematicians who were brought over 
especially to settle the controversy. They 
the Wine and sot Up at the end of each 
mile a stone post, every fifth post being 
marked with the arms of Baltimore and 
Penn. In 1840 a second survey was made. 
The phrase “‘ Mason and Dtxon’s line” first 
became popular when in 1820 John Randolph 
referred to it in Congress as the line which 
separated freedom from slavery.

-The decision does not affect the 
main case, which is still pending on appeal, 
but is of moment as defining the right of a 
court of equity to take jurisdiction of in- 
junctional sults brought to restrain alleged 
bucket-shopping. 

The reviewing court holds that an equity 
court has jurisdiction to consider the case 
even though a crime is charged against the 
defendant, but that evidence of injury to 
some property right must appear to warrant 
the issuance of an injunction’ such as was 
granted to the Beard of Trade. | 

The cross-bill of the Board of Trade al- 
leged that the Christie-Street Commission 
company was conducting the illegal business 
of bucket-shopping and that such business 
was an injury to the Board of Trade.
